1 . FOLLOWING ARE SIGNIFICANT EXCERPTS FROM PRIMIN DEMIREL'S 
REMARKS ON GREEK-TURKISH RELATIONS AND CYPRUS DURING HIS 
PRESS CONF SEPT 18 (OTHER TOPICS BEING REPORTED SEPARATELY): 

A. THE AEGEAN DISPUTE: "...BOTH THE SECURITY COUNCIL 
RESOLUTION AND THE COURT RULING HAVE PROVED DECISIVELY THAT 
THE GREEK EFFORTS AND INITIATIVES TO OBVIATE TURKEY S PROSPECTING 
ACTIVITIES IN THE AEGEAN WERE DEVOID OF BOTH POLITICAL AND 
LEGAL GROUNDS. ..THE COURT RULING CONFIRMED THAT GREECE TRIED 
TO CREATE A TEMPEST IN A TEACUP, AND FURHERMORE, THAT 
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CORRECT... THE TURKISH GOVT BELIEVES IN THE GREAT IMPORTANCE 
OF MAINTAINING FRIENDLY AND GOOD-NEIGHBOR RELATIONS BETWEEN 
TURKEY AND GREECE. IT SINCERELY WISHES THAT THE AEGEAN SEA 
...WILL BE TURNED INTO A BRIDGE OF FRIENDSHIP AND PEACE. WITH 
FRUITFUL AND USEFUL COOPERATION FOUNDED ON THE BASIS OF THE 
EQUALITY OF INTERESTS AND RIGHTS CONCERNING THIS SEA. WITH THIS 
OUTLOOK. I REPEAT AND DECLARE AGAIN OUR READINESS FOR THE 
PROBLEMS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES TO BE NEGOTIATED WITH A 
CONSTRUCTIVE AND RESOLUTE APPROACH... I HOPE THAT THE TURKISH 
AND GREEK FONMINS, WHO WILL MEET WHILE IN NY FOR THE UN 
GENERAL ASSEMBLY, WILL AGREE TO CONTINUE THE NEGOTIATIONS ON 
THE AEGEAN CONTINENTAL SHELF. I ALSO WANT CERTAIN BARRIERS 
WHICH WE DID NOT CREATE TO BE ELIMINATED BY THE TWO FONMINS..." 

B. CYPRUS: "AS IS KNOWN. THE TURKISH SIDE SINCERELY 
DESIRES A SOLUTION THROUGH TALKS. IN BRUSSELS IN DEC 1975 
THE TURKISH AND GREEK FONMINS AGREED ON A PROCEDURE... IT SOON 
BECAME APPARENT, HOWEVER, THAT THE GREEK CYPRIOT SIDE 
HAD NO DESIRE TO COMPLY... DEVELOPMENTS SO FAR HAVE PROVED 
THAT THE GREEK CYPRIOTS DO NOT WANT TO SETTLE THE CYPRUS 
PROBLEM THROUGH NEGOTIATIONS AND THAT THEY PREFER STERILE 
ARGUMENTS AND PROPAGANDA AT INTERNATIONAL FORA TO SERIOUS 
NEGOTIATONS... THE LATEST POLITICAL DEVELOPMENTS 

IN THZ GREEK COMMUNITY LEAVE NO ROOM FOR MUCH OPTIMISM ABOUT THE 
POLICY TO BE FOLLOWD BY THE GREEKS..." 
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
